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RACE RIDERS UNDER SIXTEEN 





Among the most gratifying aspects of the ever increasing number of 
point-to-point races in this country, are the many boys riding who are in 
their early teens. These youngsters are fine riders, keen as mustard, ama- 
teurs in every way, riding solely for sport. Because a lot of them are cut 
out to be big men, they can count on only two or three years when they 
can make the weight. Naturally they want to ride as many races as they 
can during this limited period. 

Races over obstacles in the United States are divided into three groups 
—major tracks, hunt meetings and point-to-points. At the major tracks 
in New York, Delaware and New Jersey, we have brush and hurdle racing. 
At the hunt meetings, held under the auspices of various hunts recognised 
by the Masters of Foxhounds Association and divided into two circuits, 
Eastern and Mid-Western, we have brush, hurdle and timber racing. At 
the point-to-points, also held under hunt auspices, we have timber racing 
only. 
Racing at the major tracks and at the hunt meetings is held under the 
sanction of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association and according 
to its rules and regulations, whereas racing at the point-to-points is sub- 
ject only to the conditions imposed by the individual sponsoring hunts. 
Following the rule enforced by similar regulatory bodies all over the 
world, the N.H. & S.A. forbids anyone to ride in sanctioned races who is 
under sixteen. In most point-to-points, on the other hand, there is no such 
age restrictions. 

Because several of the 14 and 15 year old point-to-point riders would 
like a crack at the Maryland Hunt Cup, the Virginia Gold Cup and the 
other timber classics, to say nothing of brush and hurdle races, there has 
been some pressure on the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association to 
relax its rule, if not generally, at least in special cases. The suggestion is 
certainly appealing as far as its sporting aspects are concerned. Moreover 
steeplechasing currently is in a critical condition. It desperately needs 
more horses and more owners; any innovation which would increase their 
numbers is highly desirable. 

Unfortunately we are up against some hard facts which make lowering 
the age minimum impracticable. As far as major track racing is concerned. 
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we would have to change the rules 
of the State Racing Commissions of 
New York, New Jersey and Dela- 
ware as well. Since the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
is a Corporation created by the 
State of New York, any such major 
change in its rules would have to be 
approved by the New York State 
Racing Commission. There seems 
little likelihood that these various 
Commissions would abolish a _ uni- 
versal rule of such long standing. 

Riders at the hunt race meetings 
now enjoy the benefits of an insur- 
ance policy, financed through the 
generosity of the United Hunts Rac- 
ing Association, which covers them 
as regards any injuries sustained 
from the time they arrive until the 
time they leave. Lloyds of London, 
which issues this policy, would de- 
mand a prohibitive premium if it 
were to be broadened so as to in- 
clude riders under the minimum 
age established elsewhere through- 
out the world. 

Most of the younger boys, even 
though good horsemen and good 
sportsmen, are not equal in ability 
to the older and more experienced 
riders. A change in the rule would 
mean extra hazards to themselves 
and to their horses and to other 
riders and horses—a fact of which 
owners, trainers and jockeys are 
fully aware, 

A much happier solution would 
seem to be a series of races for 
younger riders at the point-to- 
points, culminating in a champion- 
ship race (non-sanctioned by the 
N.S. & H.A.) at one of the major 
hunt race meetings. Over a peried 
of years such a race would acquire 
quite as much prestige in its par- 
ticular field as any of the timber 
classics. 

There is an old saying, “hard 
cases make bad law”. No matter 
how hard the case of the younger 
rider, it should not be used to 
change a law which has been found 
good by the authorities throughout 
the world for generations.

During World War II, our shores were 
patroled by members of the Coast Guard 
who did not use ships. At that time the 
beach buggy had not been recognized as 
the most efficient vehicle on sand; anyway 
it couldn’t find its way home on a stormy 
night. 

So the men rode horses. 

Every mile of coast that might provide 
a landing spot for enemy spies or 
saboteurs was under continuous surveil- 
lance by the mounties of the United States 
Coast Guard, 

Many of these men were familiar with 
horses before entering the service; some 
of them were 100 per cent in the horse 
business. 

A few of these were stationed in the 
Miami area, and, as Coast Guardsmen 
are taught to look in all directions, they 
discovered that there were horse parks 
in the area; so the Thoroughbred men, 
when off duty, naturally gravitated to the 
horses. Around the barns, in conversa- 
tions with friends, they learned about 
quarter-horses. 

Central Florida, they were told, was a 
hotbed of dash racing for muscular 
equines. They were informed, also, that 
quarter-horse men claimed their breed 
was the fastest thing on four legs for 
440 yards, 

The Thoroughbred guys, without 
knowing the least thing about quarter- 
horses, agreed among themselves that 
this was impossible. 

They knew something that was faster, 
and they were not thinking of the cheetah, 
the kongoni nor the white-tailed deer. 

Two of these horseback beachcombers 
were men of long experience on the 
Turf, In the grade-school years of their 
racecourse education they had learned 
that a man who thinks he has the fast- 
est thing on four legs - but hasn't - is 
a man you can take money from. 

And the ranchers up inCentral Florida, 
the stories had it, were loaded. 

Here was an opportunity, the Coast 
Guardsmen decided, to augment hand- 
somely their wages as riders of the 
coral sands, 

Their closest friend at the racetrack 
was a gent who had three or four speed- 
balls in his barn - horses that could 
fairly fly for four furlongs, but sagged 
sadly at six. He hadn’t won many races 
with them because there are no purses 


hanging on the half-mile pole. 

When the Men in Blue suggested a 
plan of conquest, the horseman didn’t 
exactly fall all over himself to get his 
horse loaded for a trip to Ocala. 

He said, ‘*No.” 

He had been awed by the rumors that 
quarter-horses had wings on their heels, 
and was not swayed by arguments - even 
the declaration that he was disloyal to the 
Thoroughbred horse. 

Finally, Uncle Sam’s boys offered a 
preliminary plan: on their first Sunday 
off (the quarter-horses raced on the 
Sabbath) they would make a triptoCentral 
Florida - and take their watches. 


The Unspoken Innuendo 

They were astonished when the horse- 
owner said, “‘I’ll go with you. I know 
your watches are honest, but -”* he didn’t 
finish the sentence and the C,G, lads were 
too happy over his acquiescence to be 
resentful of the unspoken innuendo, 

The three men spent a pleasant Sun- 
day studying quarter-horse racing. They 
found that the stock farmers were even 
more-heavily loaded than reported, that 
the men of the soil wagered confidently 
and with currency of large denomination, 
that the game was conducted on an in- 
formal basis, and that the stopwatchdidn’t 
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show any number that could not be found 
at a Thoroughbred track. 

Two Sundays later, three large strang- 
ers and one small one showed up at the 
quarter-horse testing grounds. The small 
stranger just happened to be a darned, 
good jockey. 

The men arrived in a dirtied-up car, 
dragging a dirtied-up one-horse trailer, 
in which was a dirtied-up horse, Their 
pockets bulged with clean fresh Coast 
Guard money. 

The camouflage was unnecessary. If a 
group of sportsmen were holding a two- 
furlong race for foxhounds, and some 
character showed up with a long, tall, 
lean dog, with small ears, there’d be 
some questions asked, Foxhunters do not 
teach their children that the foxhound is 
the “fastest thing on four legs.” 

The quarter-horse folk were different - 
they knew, and they didn’t care what kind 
of beast the strangers brought along, if 
their money was good. 

They even gave odds. 

It was a day of enlightenment for the 
quarter-horse men of Central Florida, In 
something like 22 seconds they discovered 
that the quarter-horse was not the swift- 
est of Nature’s creatures, At least, their 
quarter-horses weren’t. 

They were polite and hospitable and 
gracious in defeat, though, and invited 
the strangers to come back just as soon 
as they could. And how about next Sun- 
day? 

When the invading forces had retired, 
the stockmen got their heads together and 
made some plans. They spent the week 
gathering up the fleetest two-furlong 
horses in the county and advised their 
friends that there would be a fine op- 
portunity to turn a profit come next week- 
end, 

Meanwhile, back at the Coast Guard 
Station, some planning was being done, 
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Classic Double For The Aly Khan

In following up Taboun’s victory in 
the 2000 Guineas by winning the fillies’ 
equivalent two days later, Prince Aly 
Khan became the first owner to complete 
the double in the first two EnglishClassics 
since the late King George VI won war- 
time events with Big Game and Sun Char- 
iot in 1942, 

It had been generally assumed that it 
was Aly’s French - trained Paraguana 
(Prince Chevalier-Tayeh) that was the 
one most likely to succeed if he was also 
going to win the 1000 Guineas. Better 
backed than her owner’s other runner, 
the Newmarket-located Petite Etoile, she 
could however finish only third, five 
lengths behind the bearer of the distin- 
guishing red cap, who held on up the final 
hill to beat the favored Rosalba (*Court 
Martial-Rose Coral) by a length. The 
winner started at 8-l, with Rosalba at 
5-2 and Paraguana at 11-4, so, as in the 
2000 Guineas, the best backed runners 
occupied the three leading positions, but 
on this occasion not in the correct order. 

Fourteen fillies were in the line-up 
and, as had been the case with the colts 
two days earlier, the field split into two 
groups as the gate went up, with the best 
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fancied ones all on the far side. After a 
quarter of a mile Fan Light showed in 
front on the near rails, while Collyria 
and Paraguana led those on the other side. 
Coming up Bushes Hill with three of the 
eight furlongs still to be covered, Doug 
Smith brought Petite Etoile close up to 
the leaders of his group and then as he 
came over the rise suddenly slipped her 
past Paraguana into a decisive lead. With 
two groups racing so wide apart, it is 
seldom possible to be sure from the stands 
which is in front, and though Petite 
Etoile by then appeared to have adecisive 
lead, the two jockeys confirmed that it was 
not until just short of the Dip ( a furlong 
from home) that she got ahead of Fan 
Light, who then faded rapidly. 

Paraguana, a grand-daughter of the 
brilliantly fast but non-staying Rivaz, 
came to the end of her stamina well be- 
fore the post was reached, but was just 
able to keep third place from a tightly- 
packed bunch that comprised Rose of 
Medina, Lindsay, Mirnaya and Collyria. 
Meanwhile, Joe Mercer had been doing all 
he could to conserve the strength of Ros- 
alba, also suspect as to stamina. Down 
the hill he went in hot pursuit of Petite 
Etoile but, though she got to within about 
three-quarters of a length as they met 
the final rise, it was the best that she 
could do, Probably Petite Etoile was also 
near the end of her tether, but with one 
flick from her jockey’s whip she battled 
on to draw away again slightly in the last 
few yards. At the post, the verdict was one 
length. 

This was the second lucky Guineas 
mount for the champion rider, for stable 
jockey Lester Piggott chose to be on 
Collyria. Last year there had been a 
similar case when Harry Carr had elect- 
ed to ride the American-bred Bald Eagle 
in the 2000 Guineas, leaving Doug Smith 
to take the winning mount on Pall Mall. 

Petite Etoile gave toher sire, Petition, 
his first Classic success. She is out of 
*Star of Iran, a full-sister to the Prix 
de l’Arc de Triomphe and Eclipse Stakes 
winner Migoli, sire of *Gallant Man. 
*Star of Iran was one of the 41 mares 
bought by Rex Ellsworth in 1956 from the 
Aga Khan and Prince Aly, the draft also 
including the dam of another subsequent 
1000 Guineas winner in *Rose of Yeroda, 
who left behind the 1957 winner, Rose 
Royale. *Star of Iran crossed the Atlantic 
in foal again to Petition, which is now a 
2-year-old (a brown colt named Negotia- 
tion). 

And so, enriched to the extent of al- 
most 20,000 pounds by the victories of 
Taboun and Petite Etoile, and the third 
place of Paraguana, Prince Aly retired 
to France, confidently predicting that on 
June 3rd he would take our third Classic, 
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the Derby, with *Tulyar’s half-brother, 
Saint Crespin. Which well could be, for 
the Aureole colt is 5-1 future-book favor- 
ite, despite his recent defeat at Long- 
champs. 





RACING 25 YEARS AGO 

Well within the memory of many Thor- 
oughbred racing fans are these items of 
25 years ago when: Raymond ‘‘Sonny” 
Workman, today a prospering real-estate 
dealer and apartment house owner in 
Washington, D. C., renewed his contract 
to ride for C. V. Whitney whose mighty 
Equipoise headed a strong stable....Vic- 
tories in England for horses owned by 
J. H. Whitney and G, H, ‘‘Pete”’ Bostwick 
underlined the fact that an increasing 
number of Americans were sending stables 
'abroad where it was said “training ex- 
penses were less and opportunities for a 
good horse to win were more plentiful.... 
Charles McLennan was named to take over 
his late father’s chair in the racing 
secretary’s office at Hialeah where he 
today prepares for another winter season 
eeeeLou Smith, head of Rockingham Park 
and then also head of a track at Houston, 
Texas, was reported interested in build- 
ing a plant at Los Angeles....Plans were 
announced for the building of a track to 
be called Bay Meadows at San Mateo at 
an estimated cost of $300,000....Thomas 
Piatt who was yet to undergo the shock 
of selling Alsab for $700, was recovering 
from surgery in Lexington....Cash betting 
and pari-mutuel betting bills were before 
the New York Senate....The Kentucky 
Derby was reduced from $50,000 added 
to $30,000 (Today it is worth $125,000 
added)....The late Jack Westrope had 
completed a sensational year as an 
apprentice during which he became the 
third rider to win more than 300 races; 
the first since Vincent Poweres in 1908 
eoooJe H. Whitney, now the ambassador 
to the Court of St. James, revealed in 
an interview that no Belmont Park 
Stockholder had ever reaped a dividend 
and that the track had operated at a 
loss of $171,916.88 in 1933 ‘‘in spite of 
rigid economies and cuts in purses”.... 
Clark Gable appeared in a new role, that 
of horse owner, and won his first race 
which was also the first 2-year-old race 
of the season at Agua Caliente with a 
filly named Beverly Hills....Mrs. John 
D. Hertz was wintering her stable at 
Columbia, S. C.... A report on the close 
of the Epsom Downs meeting at Houston, 
Texas, called it one of the most success- 
ful of the year and noted that Christmas 
Day wagering, biggest day of the meet- 
ing, had reached $190,995 (A single race 
for maidens at Santa Anita recently 
handled $237,378)...

Improving each year since the race 
course was established on the club pro- 
perty, near Malvern, Pa., following World 
War Il, the Radnor Hunt Club offered its 
29th annual spring race meeting onSatur- 
day, May 9. An otherwise gala day of 
sport was marred for many in the crowd 
of nearly 7,000 when news of the sudden 
demise of Mrs. Morris H, Dixon reached 
the course preceding the running of the 
program, 

The noted trainer who developed such 
champions as Polynesian, Adaptable and 
others, withdrew his own color-bearers 
from the program and permitted entries 
from his patrons to participate. 

Well known as one to get a horse 
ready to win at the first asking, the 
Newtown Square, Pa., conditioner had a 
stable full of runners and ‘chasers on 
their toes. Although not present to saddle 
his own charges, Morris H, Dixon was 
fully responsible for the horses from 
his barn which accounted for 4 of the 7 
races on the program. The original 6 
race card was enlarged when the White 
Horse Plate, a l-mile turf test, was 
split and run in divisions, 

Although the absent and bereaved train- 
er received the highest accolade from 
the regular followers of racing between 
the flags, the feat of Alfred H, Smith's

Grand Chal did not go unnoticed. Meet- 
ing 5 competitors in the 29th edition of 
the Radnor Hunt Cup, the timber racing 
champion from Upper Marlboro, Md., led 
from start to finish in the 3 1/2 mile 
race over “fair hunting country’’. Turning 
the tables on Mrs. George P, Greenhalgh, 
Jr.’s Judge Beacon, who defeated him in 
the Virginia .Gold Cup on the preceding 
Saturday, Grand Chal ran and jumped in 
a flawless manner to register a 1-length 
triumph over his‘ nemesis. 


Grand Chal All The Way 

Taking command as the field approach- 
ed the initial obstacle, Grand Chal, under 
Joseph L, Aitcheson, Jr., led by 1 1/2 
lengths. Chestnut Chief, with owner 
William B, Thompson aboard, was 2nd, 
a 1/2 length in front of Stuart S, Janney, 
Jr.’s Mainstay, with B, H, (Laddie) Mur- 
ray in the saddle, Judge Beacon was 4th, 
with Mrs. John B, Hannum, III’s Theodoric 
and Miss Audrey Riker’s Golden Fly in 
his wake, 

Following this obstacle, Judge Beacon 
dropped back to be last as Chestnut 
Chief challenged the champion for 16 
obstacles, including a jump over a run- 
ning stream. As Chestnut Chief tired 
from his efforts, Theodoric moved to be 
within a length of Grand Chal from the 
18th on to the 25th and final fence. Over 
the last obstacle Grand Chal landed a 
length to the good of Theodoric, with Main- 
stay 3rd, a 1/2 length behind and 1 1/2 
lengths ahead of Judge Beacon, who had 
closed ground. 

In the run for the wire, Judge Beacon 
responded to James Walker and closed 
persistently to be a length behind Grand 
Chal at the conclusion and 3/4’s of a 
length in front of Maiustay. Theodoric 
was 4th, 2 1/2 lengths behind Mainstay 
and 4 lengths ahead of Golden Fly, under 
D. M. (Mike) Smithwick. Chestnut Chief, 
tiring from his early efforts, fell over 
the 2lst obstacle without a serious out- 
come. 

Having won the Radnor Hunt Cup in 
1958, Grand Chal gained a second leg on 
the beautiful challenge cup for his owner 
and covered the course in the record 
time of 7:55 1/5. During the course of 
the race, Theodoric missed a fence and 
was disqualified from the order of finish, 
moving Golden Fly into 4th money. 

With perfect weather overhead and turf 
a bit on the hard side, the day of sport 
opened with the Milfern Cup, a 1 3/4 
mile race over the turf. A field of 9 
faced starter H, A, (Brud) Plumb and the

Shine and Ragtime Cowboy toyed with 
their competitors, First away from the 
tape, *Isle of Shine opened on the field 
to be 10 lengths in front as the 1 1/2 
mile position was reached. As the import

Deveau moved Ragtime Cowboy from Sth 
position to gain the lead in the run for 
home. Shaking off a challenge from the 
Whitewood Stud’s *Arywa, Ragtime Cow- 
boy drew away to register by 5 1/2 lengths, 
Best of the balance, *Arywa was 2nd, 
2 1/2 lengths in front of C, B, Pearson, 
Jr.’s Good Track, 

A stakes performer over hurdles and 
the winner of the Louis E, Stoddard for 
3-year-old hurdiers at the United Hunts- 
at-Belmont Park session last fall, the

First Over Brush For *St. Phideas 

Running 2nd to *Phalene after almost 
coming down over the penultimate brush 
jump at Warrenton, Va., on the preceding 
Saturday, the RuthartStable’s *St. Phideas 
won his first over brush in capturing the 
Goshen Plate. Coming from last in the 
field over the 12th jump, the import 
responded to James Murphy tobe 8 lengths 
behind the Tremont Farms’ *Follies 
Bergere over the 14th and final obstacle. 
In a whirlwind finish, where the mention- 
ed pair bumped a bit, *St. Phideas drew 
away to score by 2 1/2 lengths. Best 
of the balance, *Follies Bergere was 2nd, 
7 lengths ahead of Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Out of Reach. 

During the running of the event for 
non-winners over brush, T. J. Albert’s 
Parlez Me and Harry A, Love’s Berber 
were pulled up after the 6th jump. While 
running 2nd to *Follies Bergere, George 
T. Weymouth’s Bold Remark lost jockey 
W. Worsley over the 12th jump. The latter 
was treated for a cut forehead at a local 
hospital and returned to the course. In 
departing the ranks of maiden brush 
horses, St. Phideas negotiated the 
‘about’ 2 miles and 14 brush fences in 
3:51 3/5. 


National Hunt Cup 

In 1957 and °58, C, Mahlon Kline’s 
Pine Shot found little trouble in winning 
the National Hunt Cup, giving the Ambler, 
Pa., owner two legs on the valuable 
trophy donated by various hunt clubs. For 
this running trainer Dixon entered Pine 
Shot and Gridiron for Mr. Kline and 
withdrew the former, who received 160 
pounds in the handicap, Still topweighted 
in the field with 153, Gridiron proved the 
best of only 4 starters, winning by 5 
lengths over Mrs. T. A. Randolph’s 
Walrus. The latter just nosed out Major 
General Richard K, Mellon’s Jackdow, 
while the latter was 4 lengths to the good 
of Mrs. A. J. Smithwick’s veteran, Ex- 
ternal Relations. 

Ably handled by Ed Deveau, Gridiron 
gained permanent possession of the trophy 
by covering the “‘about’’2 miles over 14 
brush jumps in 3:46 4/5, Transplanted to 
the Radnor Hunt from Brookline, Mass., 
the National Hunt Cup has its 38th run-

*Tomy Lee, The Derby Winner 


Frank Talmadge Phelps 


An afterthought purchase, acquired 
primarily as a traveling companion for an 
expensive stablemate, Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Turner’s English-bred *Tomy Lee became 
the second imported horse to winthe Ken- 
tucky Derby, as he edged Sword Dancer 
by a courageous nose and then had to 
withstand a foul claim that required 17 
minutes to adjudicate. 

The other foreign-bred Derby victor 
was *Omar Khayyam in 1917. 

Available records show one previous 
foul claim in the Derby, against Fonso in 
1880, But oldtimers are certain that there 
was a Claim made in 1917, against *Omar 
Khayyam, although his finish, too, was 
allowed to stand. 

Like *Tomy Lee, *Omar Khayyam was 
bred in England, 

They are also alike in that both were 
bargain purchases from the Newmarket 
Sales. The son of Marco-Lisma, by Per- 
simmon, cost $1,500 as a yearling, while 
Bert Kerr, the Dublin bloodstock agent, 
had to go to 2,300 guineas for *Tomy Lee 
as a weanling on behalf of Mr. Turner. 

Still, that was little more than half the 
$12,000 Mr. Turner had named as his top 
figure for the bay son of Tudor Minstrel- 
*Auld Alliance, by Brantome. 

The Midland, Texas, oilman and cattle 
rancher was attracted to *Tomy Lee be- 
cause he is a son of Tudor Minstrel, sire 
of the then prominent California handicap- 
per *Poona II; and because he has two 
crosses to the great Hyperion. 

This mighty English stallion is *Tomy 
Lee’s paternal great-grandsire and the 
sire of his second dam. The colt is also 
inbred, one generation further back, to 


another powerful patriarch, Swynford, 
grandsire both of the Derby victor’s 
paternal grandam and of his maternal 
grandsire, 


Traveling Companion 

*Tomy Lee was bought mainly as a 
traveling companion for another wean- 
ling Mr. Turner had purchased privately, 
a *Tulyar colt, half brother to the Irish 
2,000 Guineas winner D, C, M, Mr. Kerr 
had been authorized to pay ‘‘any reasonable 
price’’ for this colt, and obtained him for 
$25,000. 

The pair were flown to California, 
where Mr. Turner usually races, in Jan- 
uary, 1957, 

*Tuleg, the ‘‘aristocrat’’ of the duo, 
hurt a shoulder in training; and has done 
virtually nothing. 

His ‘‘plebeian’’ traveling companion 
was christened *Tomy Lee. Mr. Turner 
liked the name ‘*Tommy Lee”’, and drop- 
ped an *‘m’”® to obtain its acceptance by 
The Jockey Club, 

This cheaper colt won his first six 
starts, including the Haggin, Charles S, 
Howard and Starlet Stakes, and Del Mar 


Futurity. Then he finished second to First 
Landing in the Champagne and Garden 
State Stakes, although inthe former he was 
disqualified and set back to third for hav- 
ing interfered with Intentionally. *Tomy 
Lee earned $213,460 at two, and was 
rated second to First Landing on the Ex- 
perimental Free Handicap. 

The Turner colt was second in the San 
Vicente Stakes and San Felipe Handicap 
this winter. He won the Blue Grass Stakes 
and one other race at Keeneland before 
the Derby, in which first money of $119, 
650 brought his seasonal income to $152, 
157.50. 

Thus the afterthought purchase has 
now taken nine of 13 starts to collect a 
total of $365,617.50; and has never finished 
worse than second, his lone third having 
resulted from a disqualification. 


Parents Since Imported 

Both his parents were acquired by 
American interests last winter. 

His sire, Tudor Minstrel, was pur- 
chased and syndicated by Leslie Combs II 
and Neil S, McCarthy; and will be imported 
to stand in 1960 at Mr. Combs’ Spend- 
thrift Farm, Lexington, Ky. 

And *Tomy Lee’s dam, *Auld Alliance, 
was purchased out of the Newmarket 
December Sales for 11,000 guineas by 
the British Bloodstock Agency on behalf 
of Mrs. E, H. Augustus, who now boards 
her at E, Barry Ryan’s Normandy Farm, 
Lexington. 

Tudor Minstrel himself ran the worst 
race of his career in the English Derby, 
as he finished fourth. He lost only one 
other start, being second in the Eclipse 
Stakes. He qualified as a classic victor 
by taking the 2,000 Guineas; and alsocap- 
tured the National Breeders’ Produce, 
Coventry, Salisbury Focl, Lansdown, Som- 
erset, Knight’s Royal and St. James’ Pal- 
ace Stakes, to earna total of 24,269 Pounds, 

He has been a good sire in England, 
where his best get have probably been the 
Eclipse Stakes victor King of the Tudors 
and the 1958 Free Handicap leader *Tudor 
Melody. Tudor Minstrel’s only previous 
classic winner, though, was the French 
1,000 Guineas captor Toro. 

In this country he has been represent- 
ed by *Tomy Lee; the previously men- 
tioned *Poona II; and *Ole Fols, who out- 
finished *Tomy Lee in the San Vicente 
this winter. 

Tudor Minstrel’s sire, Owen Tudor, 
won the English Derby, Gold Cup, New- 
market St. Leger, Column Produce and 
Trial Stakes. 

While Tudor Minstrel has been his 
only classic winner, Owen Tudor had 
been a good sire in England and France. 

His best American representative has 
been the grass star *Tudor Era. 

Owen Tudor’s sire, the English three- 
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year-old champion Hyperion, is one of the 
great sires of all time, His sons and 
grandsons have accounted for all the Eng- 
lish and United States classics; and the 
third generation, being represented by 
*Tomy Lee, appears headed for similar 
success. 

The Derby winner is the first victor 
for his dam, *Auld Alliance, whose only 
previous foal was an unplaced filly. 

The mare won one of seven starts and 
earned 138 Pounds in her own brief 
career, 

Her half sister *Skye, now owned by 
Mr. Ryan, accounted for the 1953 Ribbles- 
dale and Princess Royal Stakes. 

The next dam, Iona, placed in the 
Epsom Oaks and Ascot Gold Vase; and 
showed in the 1,000 Guineas. 

She was a half sister to the English 
Derby winner Ocean Swell. 

Thus there is a lot of classic back- 
ground behind *Tomy Lee’s Kentucky 
Derby victory. 








*SAILOR’S GUIDE 

It is reported that *Sailor’s Guide, 
default winner of Laurel’s 1958 Inter- 
national, may come back to the races 
after all. (No sense in being obscure 
about it, Trainer J. Bowes Bond said so 
at Bowie on his return there from Ken- 
tucky.) 

After picking up the $70,000 first 
money at Laurel to go with the $184,923 
he had won in Australia, *Sailor’s Guide 
was bought by Dr. Leon Levy, his son, 
and some associates for racing in 
America. The purchase price was ‘“‘in 
excess of $50,000’* and the horse was to 
race in the colors of Dr. Levy’s Jaclyn 
Stable. They shipped him to Santa Anita 
where he was trained by Buddy Hirsch. 

On December 31, Trainer Hirsch an- 
nounced that *Sailor’s Guide came back 
from a work out with his left front leg 
**, . badly filled and there is a strong 
possibility of a bowed tendon.” Hirsch 
added that there was also a strong pos- 
sibility that the Australian would never 
race again, 

So, it’s good news that Mr. Bond 
brings back from Kentucky. There is 
always room for a good handicap horse 
especially since none of the younger bloods 
seem able to keep up with Bardstown from 
the standpoint of soundness of the ability 
to run fast. *Sailor’s Guide is seven years 
old too, 

Incidentally, after the International, 
the good people of Australia started rais- 
ing money by public subscription to put 
up a statue to *Sailor’s Guide at Bendigo 
Race Track where he did much of his 
running. I don’t know whether they ever 
got the money raised or did the statue, 
but it shows the esteem in which *Sailor’s 
Guide is held in Australia. It also in- 
dicates the importance attached to Mr. 
Schapiro’s Laurel race, R. J. Clark

By a stylish three lengths victory, 
Prince Aly Khan’s French-trained Taboun 
proved his decided superiority over the 
best of the English milers in the Two 
Thousand Guineas at Newmarket on April 
29th. Second to him both in the betting 
and in the race was the chestnut Masham, 
winner of last year’s leading juvenile 
event, the Middle Park Stakes, who thus 
in turn confirmed his Free Handicap rat- 
ing, in which he had been placed second 
to the exported *Tudor Melody. It was 
only by a neck though that he held off 
the third horse, the dark brown Car- 
noustie, third favorite at 11-2, Best of the 
three American-bred runners was Dan 
Cupid who finished sixth, while Mrs. John 
Hanes’ two colts, Hieroglyph and Welsh 
Guard, were eighth and ninth of the thir- 
teen runners. 

This was the first English Classic suc- 
cess for Prince Aly in his own right, 
though several of the seventeen successes 
that the Aga Khan had before his death 
were in partnership with his son. Diophon, 
*Bahram and Palestine all carried to 
victory in the Two Thousand Guineas the 
chocolate and green hoops that have now 
been taken over by Prince Aly in England. 


“Going Was Perfect”’ 

Despite the forecast to the contrary, 
it was a warm, sunny afternoon, the going 
was perfect and a really big crowd came 
to watch the race which carried a prize 
of 15,341 pounds. Though she had a run- 
ner, Pindari, the Queen could not be 
present, 

To this observer, at any rate, the 
outstanding racehorse in the paddock was 
Taboun, a big bright bay colt who looked 
really wonderfully well, and carried a 
great mass of muscle. On the way down 
to the start he was evenmore impressive, 
with a smooth, easy action and a great 
length of stride. On his way back he was 
even better still, but more of that anonl 
Masham looked well and the tem- 
peramental Carnoustie and Pindari both 
behaved themselves, though Dan Cupid 
was rather disappointing and did not seem 
to have grown much since he came over 
last fall to run second to Masham. 

When the draw came out, it was found 
that Taboun and Masham had drawn the 
two top numbers on the far side of the 
course, which looked like adding to the 
interest for it was certain that the rid- 
ing orders of Doug Smith on Masham 
would be to try to hold his mount up as 
long as possible and beat Taboun close 
home, for Masham has always been in- 
clined to run lazily once he hits the front. 

From a good start, the field split 
into two groups, with almost all the 
fancied candidates on the far side, who 
were led for the first five furlongs by 
Firestreak, Behind him came Lindrick and 


Taboun, while of those on the stands 
rails Hieroglyph was in front clear until 
he was joined by his stable companion, 
Welsh Guard, Neither of these two however 
stayed beyond six furlongs, and the eyes 
of the spectators in the stands were then 
glued entirely on the far group. 

Coming to the top of Bushes Hill 
(2 1/2 furlongs from home), jockey George 
Moore slipped Taboun into top gear as 
Firestreak began to fade. Masham was 
little over half a length behind, but once 
the French colt started to stride on down 
the hill, pursuit clearly became hopeless. 
Already the race was over and Taboun 


galloped on up from the Dip to win un- , 


challenged by three lengths. Carnoustie, 
who has never relished a fight, put his 
ears back and did not seem to struggle 
much or he might have taken second place 
off Masham, who still had a neck to spare 
over him. Lindrick on the far rails came 
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last year, it was a case of first time 
lucky in a Classic. The Australian de- 
scribed Taboun as the best miler that 
he had ever ridden. 

He was bred by his owner, being by 
the Tehran horse Tabriz who won two and 
was second in the other two of his four 
races at two years but then broke a bone 
in his foot and could not race again. He 
entered stud in 1951 but up till now has 
had no great success, Taboun being by 
far the best horse that he has got, 

His dam, Queen of Basrah, who was a 
half-sister by Fair Trial to *Noor, won 
once. She produced a winner in England 
and another in France, but died at the age 
of ten in producing Taboun, who then had 
to be brought up on the bottle. So far not 
even the oldest members of the Press 
Room with the longest memories can re- 
call another Classic winner who was 
| bottle-reared!

again close home to finish fourth just 
ahead of My Aladdin, who did best of 
those on the near side. But it was a 
clear cut victory, with no excuses from 
any one. For the best horse had won. 

Taboun had been placed equal second 
in The French Free Handicap after win- 
ning The Prix Robert Papin and one other 
race, and a second in The Prix Morny. 
On his only other appearance he had 
come to England to finish second to 
Hieroglyph at Ascot. He next runs in the 
French Two Thousand Guineas, and will 
then probably return to England to contest 
the St. James’s Palace Stakes at Ascot. 
It was the third English Classic victory 
for Taboun’s brilliant young trainer, Alec 
Head, who won the Derby with Lavandin 
and the One Thousand Guineas two years 
ago for the Aga Khan and his son with 
Rose Royale. For Australian George 
Moore, however, who came to ride for 
Prince Aly in France toward the end of

Columnist Kent Cochran of ‘*The Morn- 
ing Telegraph”? comments: ‘‘If you’re a 
resident of Canada and racing a stable 
in the U.S.A., you can run into a rather 
stiff income tax on your horses’ purse 
earnings. The track paymaster is now 
required to withhold 30 per cent of the 
purses won by a non-resident alien, but 
there’s a special reciprocal agreement 
between Canada and the U. S. which 
reduces it to 15 per cent, if the non- 
resident alien applies beforehand for the 
reduction, paymaster Ed Parker says. 
However, all expenses of the alien’s 
horses in this country are deductible, so 
in the end it works out about like the 
income tax U. S. citizens are up against. 
If the Canadian’s net income from his 
horses racing here should fall short of 
the expenses incurred, a refund is in 
order. The law went into effect last 
August 18th.” 


FERTILITY RESEARCH 

The executive committee of the Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
has authorized a grant of $8,500 to the 
Southeast Foundation for Research and 
Education to continue its studies of stal- 
lion semen and its fertility. Dr. Fritz 
Haag, P.O.Box 852, Lexington, Ky., is in 
charge of the project.

Thrilling Finish 


By now established as the climax of 
the English National Hunt season, the Whit- 
bread Gold Cup run over almost 3 3/4 
miles at Sandown Park on April 25th was 
this year worth 6,240 pounds to the win- 
ner. 

For its third running the ‘‘ Whitbread” 
attracted almost all of the best Irish and 
English ‘chasers, headed by the Irish 
crack Saffron Tartan who was backed to 
5-2 despite his top weight of 168 lbs. in 
a field of 23. Jumping superbly, this im- 
mense gelding took the lead at the twelfth 
fence but then tired quickly three from 
home to finish well down the field. He was 
then passed by Mandarin (165 lbs.), who 
had never been out of the first three, and 
Done Up (153 Ibs.), who fought out the 
most tremendous finish all the way from 
the second last fence to the line, the ver- 
dict by a short-head going to Done Up. 

The winner was ridden by the veteran 
hurdle specialist Harry Sprague, who sel- 
dom ever rides over fences and is due to 
retire at the end of this season; in fact it 
was only at 11 p.m. on the previous even- 
ing that he was persuaded to take the 
mount, Pleased as was the vast rain- 
soaked crowd to see his victory, however, 
there can have been few present who did 
not feel the deepest sympathy for the 
second and his rider, Gerry Madden, for 
the combination have been second in all 
three runnings of the race, beaten a neck 
in 1957 and four lengths last year by his 
stable companion, Taxidermist. On return 
to the unsaddling enclosure, Madden and 
his brave little horse, who cracked a 
fibula in December and had been expected 
at the time to be out for the season, re- 
ceived a reception just as enthusiastic 
as that given to the winner. P, T-C.

The Arapahoe Hunt held its first point- 
to-point races in three years on April 
19, the lapse having been due toColorado’s 
springs which have a way of accounting 
for most of the year’s snowfall during 
the month of April. Fortunately, this year 
the event was sandwiched between two 
storms; the footing was nearly perfect, 
the weather cool for spectators, but re- 
freshing for horses and riders. The hill 
northwest of the Kennels, known as the 
Rocks, was swarming with the crowd who 
could see most of the six mile course 
as well as the start and finish. 

The race was ridden in pairs who 
started at five minute intervals, picked up 
their poker chips at the Pollack Windmill, 
uhe Haystacker and the New Windmill in 
the South Ranch, The course involved 
crossing seven barbed wire fences panell- 
ed at intervals with 3 foot 6 inch post 
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and rail and a variety of gullies, wooded 
country and open rolling hills. There were 
only three stretches where the going was 
level. 

Favorites for the race were Mrs. 
Ranger Rogers’ Crion and Peter Dom- 
inick’s Rambler, It was a blow to their 
backers when young Rambler spilled his 
rider on the first fence, but making a 
remarkable recovery, Mr. Dominick 
caught his partner as she opened a small 
wire gate in the next fence, and they had 
an easy approach to the hill where stands 
the Pollack Windmill. Mrs. Ranald Mac- 
donald on Vandehei and Mrs. Moses Taylor 
on Ike chose to open and close a wooden 
gate in the first fence and also took 
advantage of the easier route to the Pol- 
lack Windmill. Mrs. Carl Barthel’s Cubs- 
pug crowhopped all the way from the 
start downhill to the first fence; her 
partner, Dan Kamphausen’s Diapers joined 
in the play even more vigorously with 
the result another rider went off on the 
first panel. The remainder of the field 
got away to a safe start, though John 
Paulk and Heel Cri ran into mysterious 
difficulties midway. 


It would seem opening gates would slow 
the riders but the easier route to the 
first windmill evidently was full com- 
pensation, The winners, Mrs. Macdonald 
and Mrs. Taylor, used a second gate 
between the Haystacker and the New 
Windmill, and were still able to come in 
over a minute ahead of their nearest 
rivals at 19:25. Second were Harold Tamb- 
lyn’s Rocket and his daughter Suzanne’s 
Star Dust at 20:37 and the next three 
pairs arrived within 8 1/2 seconds of 
each other. 


The juniors, all Pony Clubbers, also 
rode in pairs but had a shorter course - 
four miles with a possible four fences. 
Platte Valley’s Gary Tamblyn on Achilles 
gave his partner, ColoradoSprings’s Anne 
Crockett on Little Bill, a beautiful lead 
to come in first at 16:44; close behind 
were Platte Valley’s Lynn Robinson on 
Sugar and Nancy Sims on Hobby who 
finished with a time of 17:28, the delay 
having come when Hobby put in a strong 
bid for the stables. The Platte Valley 
greys, Carol Buck’s Gunsmoke and Ruth 
Burnett’s Star placed third with an even 
22 minutes.

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British Sporting Dress 


Bernard Weatherill 


Britain today enjoys an international 
reputation for sporting clothes, but until 
a little over 200 years ago, this country 
had always followed continental styles, and 
was entirely under the influence of Europe 
in regard to dress, The first breakaway 
from continental styles came with the 
development of the hunting or riding coat, 
which came into being simply because the 
gentry found it to be more comfortable 
for active outdoor life. In cloth, velvet 
or satin, it was close fitting, waisted and 
cut away at the front. 

As the tendency to wear special clothes 
for sporting pursuits developed, gay 
materials gave way to plain clothes, 
particularly among huntsmen, The now 
famous Melton Broadcloth was first made, 
taking its name from Melton Mowbray, 
a principal centre for hunting. Hat brims 
were reduced in size so that hats did 
not blow off so easily, and the crown was 
raised to create the forerunner of the 
top hat, which was to become in the 
1840s a symbol of respectability. The 
development of sporting clothes in plain 
materials meant that cut and fit became 
essential, and it was these attributes of 
dress that the dandies introduced. 

Early in the nineteenth century, in a 
one-man revolt against the exaggerated 
fashion cult for men and to prove its 
stupidity, Lord Spencer cut the tails from 
his coat and strolled through the streets 
of London, He made his point, for within 
two weeks the short jacket was the rage 
and ultimately became the standard mess 
jacket of the British Army officer.

Because they were worn so frequently, 
riding clothes developed into almost a 
formal attire in the nineteenth century, 
and other sporting clothes became 
essential. Perhaps the most significant of 
these was the lounge suit in tweed or 
other patterned materials, with trousers 
instead of breeches. It is reputed that the 
introduction of trousers was hastened be- 
cause the excessive drinking of those 
times gave the gentry gout. Tight breeches 
proved extremely uncomfortable. 

However, when worn in the country 
they tended to get wet and muddy at the 
bottom. It was logical, therefore, that 
they should be turned up. With the intro- 
duction of colourful socks, which could only 
be shown off with short trousers, the 
turn-up became an established feature of 
male dress. Although originally a sport- 
ing outfit, the lounge suit has now developed 
into formal wear. Lord Norfolk gave his 
name to a special jacket he had made

for shooting. Belted, with large, full 
pockets, it has remained virtually un- 
changed up to the present day. 

A special garb developed in the 1880s 
for the new craze of cycling. It consisted 
of a tight jacket heavily braided at the 
edges and across the front, together with 
breeches which by now had made their 
reappearance. The wearer would carry a 
bugle, since bells had not then been in- 
vented. The new breeches or knicker- 


‘ bockers developed into plus-fours for golf, 


taking their name from the Army, where 
breeches had been measured as ‘‘reaching 
to the knee, plus four inches.”* . 

Interesting new styles in top coats 
were introduced in the latter half of the 
nineteenth century. The Raglan came into 
being when the Crimean War Commander 
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of that name had a hole cut in a blanket 
to provide a garment without sleeves for 
extra warmth. Sleeves were, of course, 
added later to form the well-known loose 
wide-sleeved coat of today. 

The covert coat, so popular now for 
racing, was originally a light hunting 
coat of fine twill worn when hacking to the 
covert, The Inverness coat, from north 
of the Border, full and sleeveless with a 
cape, was designed to give greater freedom 
of movement for the arms and additional 
shoulder protection from the weather. 
In the early 1900s the camel-hair coat 
came on the scene, almost entirely due 
to the popularity of cricket and the vagaries 
of our weather, It was originally a ‘‘wait- 
coat” thrown over the shoulders by 
cricketers during rest periods, It became 
popular with polo players and was known 
for years as the polo-coat, 

Since the 1930s men’s clothes have 
become stabilised along familiar lines, 
and no new styles have found favour; 
but since there are few countries where 
hunting, riding and shooting are as popular 
as they are in Britain, London seems 
certain to retain its position as the world’s 
centre for sporting tailoring. (Reprinted

10 months. 








Breeding Thoroughbred Hunters In Oregon 
Footloose 


Last Sunday with several other amateur 
hunter enthusiasts I drove east of the 
Cascade Mountains to inspect one of the 
northwest’s largest Thoroughbred farms 
at Condon, Oregon. All the horses are 
owned jointly by William Payne and Si 
Barker and are run on ranches owned by 
Mr. Barker. 

We saw SO Thoroughbred mares with 
their new foals as well as inspecting the 
stallions and yearlings. The partners have 
chosen their breeding stock especially for 
conformation as well as for size, sound- 
ness, disposition and breeding and have 
culled out 25 mares in the last three 
years whose colts were not up to an exact 
standard, 


Type of Range 

Seven years ago William Payne, who 
has owned and shown hunters and ridden 
steeplechases and _ point-to-points for 
many years, started to raise Thorough- 
breds in a modest way with Si Barker, 
who owns a group of ranches at Condon, 
Oregon, consisting of several thousand 
acres of plow land and an equal amount 
of pasture. The farms raise wheat as well 
as alfalfa and barley hay. The pastures 
are made up of crested wheat grass, barley 
and many native grasses which run heavy 
to bunch grass. A large percentage of the 
pastures had been free of any livestock 
for many years until the horses were put 
on them. 

The elevation of the main ranches is 
close to 3,000 ft. This is a dry area with 
less than 8 inches of annual rainfall. The 
winters are quite mild and the snow fall 
is light. Deep rocky canyons run through 
parts of the ranches. The water as well 
as the hay raised in this district is very 
heavy in minerals. The partners were 
encouraged in their belief that this is one 
of the best horse raising areas in the 
country by the continued success of the 


Olympic Team jumpers, Oregon Duke, 
Paleface and Matador who were raised 
in the same area and were iron horses. 

Thus the partners decided that they 
could raise Thoroughbreds with feet and 
legs like Oregon’s contribution to the 
Olympics. With this thought in mind they 
careful selected all breeding stock for 
soundness. Instead of confining their 
horses to small feed lots and force feed- 
ing them, all the stock was putindifferent 
pastures of from one to three thousand 
acres each, and these pastures are rotat- 
ed, Though the horses can go to feed 
racks, they seem to prefer picking fresh 
grass from the pastures as well as clean- 
ing up wheat and barley from the fields 
after harvest. Some seasons of the year 
the horses select the native bunch grass 
whose seed they prefer to wheat and barley 
hay. 


Selection of Stock 

They also were convinced that even 
a Thoroughbred did not have to be a 
high strung individual to win in the show 
ring or on the race track so all their 
breeding stock was carefully selected for 
quiet, willing dispositions. 

Their first stud was the grey Casa 
Royal by Royal Ford (by Swynford) out of 
a *Quatre Bras II mare, second dam Can- 
fly by Campfire. He was a winner several 
years on the race track and has an ex- 
tremely quiet disposition as well as heavy 
bone and smooth overall conformation, 
He came from a jumping family. Royal 
Ford sired many winning hunters in the 
mid-west and east as well as Heelfly 
(a 3/4 brother to Casa Royal). Campfire 
was also a successful sire of hunters. 
When Casa Royal was bred to winning 
hunters from jumping families it was 
not surprising that he turned out more 
champion hunters and five foot performers 
than any stud who ever stood in the north- 


west, 

Their second stud, the chestnut Carry 
Message is by Carrier Pigeon who was 
by Equipoise out of Rockdove by Friar 
Rock, Carry Message’s dam, Butter Beans, 
was by St. Henry out of a mare by Vulcain 
by *Rock Sand. Thus he has *Rock Sand 
breeding close up on both sides of his 
pedigree. *Rock Sand’s descendents have 
been outstanding jumping and steeplechase 
sires including Lovely Night and Cottage, 
the sire of three Grand National Winners. 
Equipoise’s son Swing And Sway sired 
the steeplechase horses Banner Waves, 
Gliding Slide, etc. Carry Message is a 
large, short coupled, smooth horse with 
great slope to his shoulders. He is quiet, 
in fact so quiet that any child can ride 
or hunt him despite the fact that he won 
14 races including allowances at Santa 
Anita and Hollywood Park, etc. at distances 
from 6 furlongs to 2 miles and retired 
sound, I inspected his first two crops 
of colts and they are really difficult to 
fault. 

The latest Thoroughbred sire addition 
is the 7-year-old War Garland, He is by 
War Jeep (by War Admiral out of Alyearn 
by Blue Larkspur). War Garland’s dam 
was Gay Garland by *Sir Gallahad III. His 
second dam was Wayabout by Fair Play. 
She was the dam of Bolingbroke, the sire 
of several winning timber horses including 
Billing Bear. War Garland stands 16,2, 
has 9 inches of bone and has smooth model 
conformation for his size and substance. 
He is especially quiet considering he is 
a line bred Fair Play. He was raised and 
raced most of his short career by Maine 
Chance Farm. He won several good allow- 
ance races and ranwith horses like Swaps, 
Trentonian, etc., as a 3-year-old. 

As of the spring of 1959 every colt 
raised at the ranch at Condon who has 
shown a full season has been a winner 
and several have won hunter champion- 
ships and have been able to jump with 
ease to 5’, None of them have had foot 
or leg trouble and all have been quiet 
amateur’s horses. 


New 
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Recently the partners sent a truck and 
trailer load of colts to Howard Gass in 
Corona, Cal. (near Riverside and Pomona, 
Cal.). He will break and sell them this 


spring. 


The Brood Mares 

Several of the brood mares won hunter 
classes at the big shows like the Cow 
Palace in San Francisco. The majority 
of them are Kentucky-or California-breds 
and come from jumping lines. Many are 
second and third generation Fair Play’s 
and Blue Larkspur’s. Several are by *Mio 
d’Arezzo, sire of Mioland and of Proud 
Sirde, reserve Pacific Coast Hunter Cham- 
pion, and of All Mio, winner of the Green 
Hunter Championship of California in 1956 
and Jumper Champion in 1957 as well as 
winning several ‘*Big Jump” events - she 
was an Oregon-bred also, 

Other mares are by *Abbe Pierre, 
Cherry Tree, *Dan IV as well as two 
Reno mares purchased from Major Robert 
Borg of the U. S. Olympic Team, plus 
two imported mares from jumping 
families. Though many of the mares were 
successful race horses and some have 
already produced successful race horses, 
they all have quiet dispositions. The 
partners have sold several of their best 
mares who wouldn't settle down. 

William Payne, who owns a lumber 
buying agency, travels extensively from 
Canada to California and thus has the 
opportunity to inspect a large number of 
mares before making any purchases. Even 
with such a wide selection top mares 
have been hard to obtain at any price. 
Some of the best mares on the ranch 
were given to the partners with the un- 
derstanding they would have a good home 
for life; in some instances the former 
owners contracted back colts at twoyears 
of age. 

There is enough rock in the pasture 
to keep horses feet worn smooth and 
level. It is quite a sight to see colts of 
two months running and playing as they 
follow their mothers to water downa steep 
canyon full of rock ledges and badger 
holes. 


Sales Policies 

Si Barker recently completed a new 
home 10 miles from Portland, Oregon 
that has 15 acres of permanent pasture. 
When the new horse barn is finished they 
plan to sell their colts of riding age there, 
instead of at the main ranches in Eastern 
Oregon. 

It is possible to ship a carload of 
horses from Oregon to any place in the 
country for a small cost per horse, As 
Portland is only a few hours plane flight 
from most hunting areas, the partners 
hope to attract buyers from out of state. 

Even though their out-of-pocket cost 
per colt is kept comparatively low by 
raising their own feed and keeping labor 
to a minimum, they would like to double 


their band of mares and thus lower their 
costs even more, once their colts prove 
themselves in competition in other parts 
of the country. 


JAMES MANDELL M.F.H. 

The late James Mandell, publisher of 
the old Boston Transcript and also the 
MFH of the Myopia Hunt Club in Hamil- 
ton, Mass. for many years, always kept 
a large stable of hoses for hunting, polo, 
and family use. He used Thoroughbred 
stallions for breeding and employed 
several stablemen headed by a very ef- 
ficient stud groom, David Hall. Whenever 
he had no further use for a certain horse, 
he would give the mount away or if the 
animal was at all dangerous he would be 
destroyed, 

When giving a horse away, Mr. Man- 
dell would leave instructions with Mr. 
Hall before he left home for his office 
that everything that had been used on that 
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horse went with him except the saddle. 
The halter, blanket, sheet, and even the 
bridle containing the particular bit best 
suited for this steed would be a part of 
the gift. Incidentally, Mr. Mandell donated 
the services of his Thoroughbred stallions 
to anyone. He might specify, however, if 
payment was offered, that all that was 
necessary was some little gift for Mr. 
Hall. His purpose was to improve the 
breed of the horses, a gesture which is 
seldom heard of these days.

Hunter Trials 


Each year the active members of the 
First Troop Philadelphia City Cavalry put 
on the Border Plate Hunter Trials late 
in April. The Trials are open to members 
of all rolls of the Troop and their families, 
and usually draw many well-known hunters 
in the area. Entirely mechanized, the 
Troop presently serves as the Recon- 
naissance Company of the 28th Division 
of the National Guard. Horses are made 
available to it for various mounted parades 
and ceremonies, thus continuing the old 
tradition that began with the establishment 
of the Troop on November 17, 1774, 

The main event, the Border Plate, 
stems from a race held by the Troop at 
Fort Bliss, Texas, in 1917. In recent 
years a Hunter Trials has been held in- 
stead of a race, in order to broaden the 
scope of competition, The names of the 
winning horse and rider are engraved on 
the trophy which belongs to the organiza- 
tion and is kept at its headquarters in 
the Philadelphia Armory. Non-Active El- 
kins Wetherill has established a virtual 
monopoly on the Plate, winning it in 1959 
for the fifth consecutive time. Mr. 
Wetherill was aboard a different horse this 
time, though, as his lovely chestnut Color 
Spoon, winner for the past three years, 
was struck by lightening last fall and 
remains partially paralyzed. 

Performances in the Novice Trooper 
Class, open only to active members of 
the Troop, were greatly improved over 
last year. Considering that the entrants 
usually ride only once a week, and do 
not own their own horses, the perform- 
ances of the four ribbon winners and 
troopers Gould, Langston and Davis were 
a credit to the organization and the in- 
dividuals.

Old soldiers said they had not seen 
such mud since the Battle of the Somme, 
Cars could not drive across the park, 
spectators could hardly put one foot in 
front of the other, and only the horses 
succeeded in overcoming the conditions 
at the British Spring 3 Day Event, held 
at Badminton, on the Duke of Beaufort’s 
estate, April 16th to 18th. 

Three French horses competed, but 
Farceur, their best horse, met a tragic 
end coming over on the ship. This 
magnificent grey horse, who had com- 
pleted the tough Olympic course at Stock- 
holm in 1956, was to have been ridden 
by Capitaine Guy Lefrant, But during the 
rough channel crossing he sustained a 
broken leg and had to be destroyed. The 
three remaining Frenchmen did excellent 
dressage, but could not gain many bonus 
points for speed on the 2nd day. Mons. 
LeRoy on Garden finished llth, Mons. 
Cochenet on Gitan B came 16th, and 
Lieut. Stibio came 21st. 

Ireland was represented by the Olympic 
rider, Harry Freeman-Jackson and his 
daughter, Virginia. Two other Irish 
entrants could not compete because their 
horses were held up in Dublin by stormy 
weather, But the Jacksons carried the 
Irish flag with distinction; father on St, 
Finbarr finished 8th, the daughter on 
Sonnett, 18th, 

Despite the deep mud, the standard 
on all three days was amazingly high. 
Mrs. John Waddington, who as Sheila 
Willcox had won the event for the past 
two years on High and Mighty, started 
off by winning the dressage, riding her 
7-year-old Airs and Graces. She had a 
clear lead of 21 points over her nearest 
rival, Cochenet (France) on Gitan B, It 
rained very hard throughout the dressage, 
and the arena rapidly became a quagmire, 
Although the judges made allowances for 
the conditions, it definitely became more 
and more difficult for the later horses. 
The remarkable thing was that Sheila 
Waddington rode just after lunch when 
conditions had already become atrocious. 


That night horrible rumours circulated 
that the whole event would be cancelled. 
After an inspection it was decided to 
continue the event. But 5 fences were 
left out of the cross-country, and 4 were 
modified. This favoured the dressage 
horses, and the race-horses, at the ex- 
pense of the really good jumpers. But 
‘*needs must when the devil drives,”’ and 
the “*League for the Prevention of Cruel 
Sports’ had sent their inspectors, so 
accidents had to be avoided! 

Mr. David Somerset, the Duke of 
Beaufort’s heir, took the lead on the 2nd 
day with a most dashing round on the 
Olympic horse Countryman, gaining 
maximum on the steeplechase and plus 
58 out of 80 on the cross-country. But 
the reigning champion, Sheila Waddington 
on Airs and Graces was able to go slowly 
on the steeplechase (plus 4) and fairly 
fast in the cross-country (plus 30) to 
finish the day in 2nd place, only 4 points 
behind the leader. Third came Wild 
Venture, another Olympic horse, ridden

by his owner Mr. Ted Marsh, who was 
only 7 points behind Airs and Graces at 
the end of the 2nd day. 

Conditions were still bad for the show- 
jumping on the 3rd day, and the atmos- 
phere was tense when Countryman and 
David Somerset came in to jump. They 
had one fence down, leaving Sheila Wad- 
dington with the chance of victory, if she 
could go clear. Riding with supreme 
calm and assurance, Sheila made no 
mistakes, nor did Airs and Graces. What 
a womerful achievement to win this great 
contest for the third year in succession, 
and with a new and inexperienced horse. | 

With the most difficult obstacles cut 
out, the event lost much of its value as 
a trial for Britains’ 1960 Olympic Team. 
But with 18 British finishers in the Open, 
and 19 finishers in the Novice (over the 
same course), there was obviously no 
shortage of material. The standard of 
dressage is very high, and the class of 
horse is high. The European champion- 
ship at Harewood, Yorkshire, should be a 
truer guide to the Olympic selectors, as 
I hear the course there is to be even 
tougher than usual.

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Loudoun County Horse Trials

Near perfect visibility of almost the 
entire two and a quarter mile cross- 
country course from the top of a ridge, 
coupled with a well-balanced field of en- 
tries, made the second Loudoun County 
Horse Trials a sound success. Held again 
on the property of Dr. J. M. Rogers at 
Hamilton, Virginia, on Sunday, April 25th, 
the event was made possible largely by 
Dr. Rogers’ enthusiasm and hard workl 
Good footing, across grazing country plus 
fair weather is hard to beat. 

The big chestnut gelding Curist owned 
by Mrs. P, Fout and determinedly ridden 
by Fred Kohler won the Open Division by 
a comfortable lead and a total score of 
only 9 penalty points. 

Dressage scores were remarkably 
close.

Treviranus’ dun, Archer, was eliminated 
as was Mrs. Stoke’s Jargo, and Curist 
received his only jump penalty on the 
course. The latter galloped along with 
great pace for a time of only 6 min. 
23 sec. while the Allowed Time was 
8 min.! This was based on a speed of 
492 yards per min. Thus he managed to 
build up his finally decisive margin of 
58 bonus points, the fastest round of the 
day. The able mare Atlasta, owned and 
ridden by Mrs. Henry Woolman, Jr., 
proved to be the only “Open Division” 
entry to have a clear go without jumping 
penalties, which helped her into 2nd place. 

The Stadium Jumping course was too 
short with less than 300 yards and could 
not properly be ‘‘expanded” in the area 
available, It was therefore not the gal- 
loping course it is supposed to be, The 
first obstacle proved to be most “‘un- 
inviting’ with a simulated water ditch 
in front of the element and caused con- 
testants more trouble than it should have, 
Curist with a 29 point lead topped off his 
score with a clean round and romped home 
an easy winner of the Open Division of the 
Trials. Even with a faultless round, At- 
lasta could not hope to catch him, and 
took an easy second place, 23 points ahead 
of the third place Cimber. J. C. K.Shipp’s 
half-bred grey, Gibson, dropped to fourth 
place by virtue of 15 jumping penalty 
points accummulated in the Jumping Test. 

The Novice Division, over the shorter 
cross-country course fared much better in 
that not one horse was eliminated, Only 
B, Beroy’s Small Fry came close to it 
with 180 jumping penalties. No single 
obstacle stood out as particularly difficult. 
Col, E, Parker’s Lamb Chop, avery green 
horse, ridden by Col. B, de Nadaillac with 
his customary iron determination, scored 
the only clear round without time penal- 
ties and thus lifted himself from 8th 
(dressage) to lst place which he did not 
relinquish , thus winning the Novice Div- 
ision, in his first outing. 

Major Paul Wymark’s roan Judge Hay 
ridden by son Michael, crowded out Ocean 
Breeze in the Stadium Jumping Test to 
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drop into 2nd place, the latter taking 
fourth, Mrs. Norman Toerge’s sturdy 
hunter, Fox, ridden by R, Rector, fared 
well, accummulating only 9 time penalty 
points and, in spite of a poor dressage 
score, managed to take third place. J. C, 
K, Shipp’s Arabian, Bishma, ridden by 
Mrs. E, Parker came fifth, handicapped by 
a poor dressage score. Dr. Rogers’ Tall 
Chief (Peggy Hall) landed in sixth place, 
largely due to his rider’s pluck. 

Again it is interesting to note that 
the successful trials horses are hunted 
regularly. Several of the horses with only 
moderate dressage scores were able to 
more than overcome this handicap by 
means of the speed they made in the cross- 
country phase.

Green hunters in search of experience 
found plenty of it at the Weldon, N.C., 
Schooling Show held Easter Monday. With 
rain starting the night before and contin- 
uing gently and inexorably throughout the 
show, Saddle Horse and other fancy equip- 
ment exhibitors gave up and went home to 
await a sunnier day, but the redoubtable 
Hunters sneered at the weather and went 
about their duties almost as if the weather 
were fine.

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Sweet Briar College conducted its 
annual riding clinic under the instruction 
of Capt. Vladimir S, Littauer on January 
29 to February 1. During the same four 
day session, the Riding Committee of the 
Division of Girls and Women’s Sports held 
its annual meeting at which Mrs. William 
Dillon was elected to the chairmanship, 
replacing Mrs. Robert E, Carter IIl. 

The clinic was conducted during Sweet 
Briar’s mid-year recess, so the partic- 
ipating students were free all day. While 
fewer were present than inprevious years, 
those who did ride were all keenly inter- 
ested and many were able to work twice 
daily. Spectators were thus visibly aware 
of the great progress made by both horses 
and riders under such concentrated in- 
struction, and it was fascinating to follow 
through with the work of young and problem 
horses, watching their daily improvement. 
Two members of the local Bedford Hunt 
brought their own horses to Sweet Briar 
to participate in the classes. 

Lessons for young horses in the early 
stages of schooling took part of everyday. 
Two, three and four year olds were worked 
for short periods on keeping even speeds 
on loose reins, responding to aids, and 
maintaining a calm approach to low jumps. 
All the exercises performed were de- 
signed to contribute to the general develop- 
ment of the young horse physically and 
mentally as a pleasant mount for hunting 
and related events. 

The sessions included criticism of 
positions over jumps. The individual jump- 
ing of different horses was analyzed, and 
then corrective measures such as 
cavaletti, in-and-outs, field work and 
general schooling were prescribed where 
needed, Riders performed individual pro- 
gram rides which included jumping in a 
large oval area and gained benefit espec- 
fally from practice in learning to score 
and judge the efforts of others. 

Exercises were done that would partic- 
ularly benefit hunters in the field, such 
as: changes of speed at the trot and 
canter; short turns at the gallop, with 
the turn on the haunches learned as a 
preparation for this exercise, and later 
combining the short turn with jumping; 
counter gallop; correction of tense and 
over-eager horses; hunter exercises to 
make the horse obedient, calm and alert; 
and riding over a hunter course singly and 
in groups.

A well coordinated Virginia Polo As- 
sociation defeated Leesburg, 4-1, Sunday 
afternoon, April 19, at Brook Hill Farm, 
Charlottesville, Va. Although the highly 
rated Leesburg club, captained by four 
goaler Hap Puelicker, was expected to 
take the home team, the powerful hitting 
and well organized teamwork of the Char- 
lottesville riders earned them their first 
victory of the Spring season. 

Puelicker played an outstanding game 
with two of his shots actually bouncing 
off the goal posts and his defensive work 
responsible for the game’s low score. 
Dr. Doug Nicoll, captain of the Char- 
lottesville team, scored two of his team’s 
points and gave an impressive exhibition 
of hard-riding polo, 

Nicoll, rated at one goal, intercepted 
a Leesburg drive early in the first chuk- 
ker and scored with a near-side fore shot 
for the game’s first tally. With the com- 
petition evenly balanced and the field in 
excellent playing condition, neither club 
was able to break away for a goal during 
the second period. 

Chukker three assured the Virginia 
team their victory as each player scored 
in quick succession, bringing the score 
to 4-0 at the end of the first half. Roger 
Rhinehart, of Charlottesville, a one goal 
player and riding at number two, made 
the first goal on a long high shot, which 
bounded through the posts from forty 
yards out. He was followed almost im- 
mediately by Harvey Smith, a second- 
year student at the University of Vir- 
ginia, who slammed in a hard hit ball 
from an even greater distance. Virginia’s 
final point was expertly set up by Smith 
and tapped in by Nicoll. 

The second half of the match was hard, 
fast, and aggressive with a large number 
of penalties called on each team by re- 
feree Herb Jones, Donn Gerst, substitut- 
ing for Smith, and Puelicker controlled 
the defense work for their teams and each 
effectively kept the other riders away from 
the goal posts. Neither club was able to 
profit from their free penalty shots until 
Puelicker scored in the fifth chukker. 
As result of a crossing penalty on Char- 
lottesville, the Leesburg captain made 
good his free shot at an undefended goal. 

An excellent crowd was at Brook Hill 
Farm for Sunday’s match in spite of the 
threatening thunder clouds.

Your editor has suggested that I write 
a ‘‘Helpful article for those who want 
to buy polo ponies today, particularly 
green prospects. . . »written in such a 
way as to be really instructive.” 

A delightful assignment, far more 
involved than he might imagine. First of 
all I must introduce Buster. The reason 
why there are so very many low or no 
goal players in the country today, is 
because they have failed to cultivate 
Buster - have never met him, most 
likely. 

No matter how much the aspirant has 
ridden, may have never ridden, or muddles 
along in the no-goal mudhole - he must 
meet and become personally intimate with 
Buster. 

Who is this Buster? He is some quiet, 
unassuming riding horse, with no blatantly 
bad habits, and no outstanding abilities. 
He is sound, of a reasonably mature age. 
Has no speed, no constant urge to get out 
and go places while you are on his back - 
and - with the patience of Job. Once you 
have found and purchased Buster - very 
reasonably, for none will appreciate him 
as you will - and have taken his education 
seriously, then you are ready to absorb 
what there is to suggest about polo pony 
acquisitions, Until that time arrives, it 
would be a waste of time pumping into you 
this sort of information. 

The reason why we have so many 
mediocre and lesser players is because 
they fail to learn the basic principles of 
pony education - and sotheir own - follow- 
ed by mallet work, Polo requires somuch 
more study than ordinary riding activities. 
A higher education for the pony, for the 
rider, and then the two in the game is a 
large order. When match games come 
along, the pony phase is multiplied by 3 
or 4, That is when Buster lends another 
assist by keeping his owner from becom- 
ing horse-poor, an ever present danger. 
Badly trained ponies can become a drug 
on the market. So Buster stays as a per- 
sonality in your polo menage. 

A string of ponies can run into money. 
Buster can save you many a buck, He can 
give you immense enjoyment, and the thrill 
of accomplishment, At the outset, you may 
think this is a drab way to be introduced to 
polo, the galloping gamel Before you are 
through you'll wonder how anyone could 
get along without a Buster. The answer to 
that one is - they don’t - merely putter, 
and I take it you don’t want to putter all 
your playing days. To have someone be- 
hind you shout: - “‘Leave the ball, take 
your man’’, embellished with terse polo 
epithets, is bad for the moralel 

You must teach Buster how to change 
leads adeptly; teach him to back with 
flexion; teach him to stop straight and on 
,his haunches; teach him to walk, trot and 
Canter on a loose rein. To ‘earn how to 
teach him these things, there are many 


men and women, kids too, who are very 
capable, and will gladly lend you a hand, 
in a nice way. Buy a good book. Cameron 
Forbes’ ‘‘As To Polo’, is one of the best 
manuals, and quite easily understood. 
Last May 9 Lewis Lacy did a short piece, 
used in this magazine; it was full of meat, 
and by one of our greatest international- 
ists. 

Don’t find fault with Buster, but see 
what is wrong with your own execution, 
If you are serious about this polo thing, 
you will devote all your spare time to 
Buster. The Lord will forgive you if you 
skip church, as long as he knows you are 
making a better man of yourself, through 
Buster, instead of napping through a ser- 
mon. 

Above all else, Buster’s education 
must be right, in every detail. With that 
accomplished, you have a mark to aim at, 
in your future activities. You will have 
gained invaluable firsthand experience, 
He may be slow as molasses, but he should 
be almost perfect in his execution of the 
moves, so that you may address the ball 
properly. 

You now have to learn to hold and 
handle the mallet properly. Up to now you 
have been fully occupied with Buster. 
Poor policy to try and do both at once, 
Too many polo action photographs show 
the mallet being held like a poker, or a 
toothpick, There is plenty written about 
stick work, Make a study of it, Buster 
won't object now to your trying things out 
on him, for he is essentially cooperative. 
Swatting aimlessly at the ball is on a par 
with trying to play before you have had 
your initial sessions with Buster. 

Absorb the foregoing - acquire Buster - 
be quite sure WHY you have him. Then 
you will be ready to absorb intelligent 
discussions on polo pony acquisitions. 
Before that - pardon the expression, 
which has no personal insinuation - it 
would be like throwing pearls before swine. 


Virginia Defeats 


Georgetown Club 
Ed Lovern 


With fine team play and outstanding 
individual effort, the University of Virginia 
polo team defeated Georgetown University, 
8-1, Sunday afternoon, April 26, at Brook 
Hill Farm, Captain Mike Posey of Virginia 
led the scoring with four goals. The home 
team worked together effectively through- 
out the match with almost every point the 
result of combined skill. 

Posey opened the game by taking the 
toss-in from mid field, setting himself 
up on a long shot to the goal, and tapping 
in the first point. Virginia’s captain, a 
fourth year student from Short Hills, New 
Jersey, repeated his performance in the 
second chukker with the assistance of his 
team-mates. 

First-year man Harvey Smith, riding at 
number three for the Cavaliers, broke into

the scoring after Posey’s second goal. 
In an attempt to block Smith’s hard drive, 
Georgetown’s Gus Aspillaga, a one-goal 
player from Lima, Peru, lost control of 
his mount. The pony, suddenly becoming 
unmanageable, galloped into an adjacent 
ield leaving the Washington teem with only 
two riders to finish the final seconds of 
the first half. 

Chukker four developed into .the most 
exciting period of the season, Three goals 
were scored in less than three minutes of 
play. Posey once again scored quickly 
from the line up. Then Georgetown brought 
the ball down field, but lost it on a close 
miss which rolled out of play. However, 
Smith misjudged his knock-in shot, and 
Georgetown captain Jerry Shields raced in 
for the free ball. Shields skillfully caught 
the ball in mid air and scored his team’s 
only point with a fast off-side fore shot. 

Tony Puerto, Virginia’ defensive rider 
from Bogota, Colombia, drove in the next 
goal with an assist by Smith, On a short 
knock-in by Georgetown’s Mike Duval, both 
teams scrambled for control in front of 
the visitors’ goal, and Smith was able to 
push in the sixth Virginia score. The able 
young student, who began playing polo at 
Judson School, Arizona, slammed another 
point with a long set-up from Posey before 
the whistle ended the chukker. 

Virginia dominated the final period. 
Riding in close formation, the team scored 
again, with Posey responsible for the goal 
shot. 

The Georgetown club had some fine 
drives and close misses, and Gus Aspillaga 
played a skillful game of polo. The score 
gives a poor indication of the hard, fast 
competition and the abilities of the 
visitors. Sunday afternoon was the first 
time Georgetown has played at Brook Hill 
Farm since 1954, the first year of polo 
at the University of Virginia.

LT. COL, BATE 

Lt. Col. Stuart Cameron Bate, 64, of 
the Royal Canadian Dragoons, died at his 
home on March 26th, after a short illness. 

Col. Bate was one of the earliest and 
most active advocates of closer entente 
between Canadian and American horsemen, 
From 1951 until his death he was aDirec- 
tor of the American Horse Shows Associa- 
tion. 

Well known as a horseman, Lt. Col. 
Bate captained the Canadian equestrian 
team for many years, representing Canada 
in England, Ireland, Germany and the 
United States. He judged hunter and mili- 
tary classes at all leading horse shows, 
including the National in New York, 
Harrisburg and the Royal Winter Fair. 

He served on various Royal Winter 
Fair committees and was Chairman ofthe 
Horse Show committee and President of 
the Royal Winter Fair in 1955 and 1956, 
He was honorary president until his death. 

Col. Bate was born in Ottawa and 
educated at Asbury College. He served 
overseas with the Royal Canadian Regiment 
in World War I but later transferred to 
the Dragoons, serving with them until the 
end of Word War II, 

He leaves his widow, Eleanor; a son 
John Cameron, and a daughter, Wendy

CHARLES GOODE 
Charlie Goode was born in New Jersey 
about 1900. In his very early teens he 
started to gallop horses at the Old Sheeps- 
head Bay Racetrack. He stayed with race 
horses until the First World War. He 
enlisted in the Navy and was honorably 
discharged in 1919, He then went into the 
buying and selling of horses with Martin 
Aylward in South Hampton, Long Island, 
During the winter months in the early 
20’s he ran a dealing operation of his 
own in the old Durland Stable in New York 
City. About 1929 he moved to Glenville, 
Connecticut where he ran a dealing opera- 
tion until 1933. He then became associated 
with the show stable of A, H. Waterman 
of Greenwich, Connecticut; everyone 
knows the exploits of the open jumping 
horse Cowboy. In 1939 he took over as 
manager of the Douglaston Manor Farm 
of Pulaski, N. Y. and continued in that 
capacity until June of 1958. During that 
time he brought out and showed such well 
known horses as Atakapa, Mountain 
Breeze, Martha H and many others, all 
of which went to the top in the show 
ring and were eventually sold to new 
owners for whom they continued their 
successful show careers. Charlie showed 
horses from coast to coast and had friends 
in practically every state in the union, 
His passing has been a loss to all of us, 
D. W.
